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FATAL KNIFINGS 


Mobile Reserve Unit 
Aids in Investigation 
of Murders Com- 


mitted on Successive 
Nights. 


All available detectives and 15 

reserve unit policemen 

are making an extensive investi- 

poo of the fatal stabbings of 

two women on successive nights, 

Chief of Police Joseph E. Casey 
said yesterday, 

The extra men are working un- 
der the direction of Detective 
Capt. Thomas Moran, head of 
the homicide squad. District 
and headquarters detective are 
concentrating on the cases, 

The first murder occurred 
Thursday night. Miss Mildred 
Moeller, of 5000A Emerson ave- 
nue, collapsed in the 4200 block 
of Emerson after being stabbed 
in the back. She died a short 
time later. 


A woman identified yesterday 
as Mrs. Jessie Waites Foster, 
49 years old, 1109 North Leonard 
avenue, was stabbed to death 
Friday night in the rear of 1006 
North Leonard. The killer ap- 
parently had attempted to rape 
her. 


An autopsy disclosed that 
Mrs. Foster had: been stabbed 
25 times. The wounds were in 
the head, back and chest. 

Returning From Church. 


Miss Moeller, 41, was return- 
ing home from choir practice at 
St. Matthew Evangelical Luther- 
an Church, 5402 Wren avenue. 
Before she died she was able 
to say that her attacker had 
been “a boy.”” The motive for 
the attack remains a mystery. 

Metropolitan Sewer District 
employes aided in a police search 
of sewers and yards in the area. 
Leaves were raked in a hunt 
for the murder weapon. 

In a canvass of the neighbor- 
hood yesterday, police found a 
homemade knife with a blade 
seven inches long in a yard in 
the 5000 block of Beacon avenue, 
about two blocks from the place 
where Miss Moeller was found. 
Laboratory tests turned up no 
traces of blood on the knife. 

Earlier, detectives talked to a 
Laboure High School nun who 
said she heard Miss Moeller 
scream and saw her run some 
distance before collapsing. 

The new information placed 
the scene of the crime near the 
intersection of Thekla and Al- 
cott avenues. When the nun' 
heard the screams, she said, she 
looked outside and saw Miss 
Moeller running east on Thekla. 

Miss Moeller turned right at 
Emerson and collapsed on the 
ground between the curb and the 
sidewalk. 

John Arras, 4578 Davison ave- 
nue, was driving by. He saw 
Miss Moeller slump in the street 
and stopped his automobile. He 
took her to the Ruskin avenue 
police station. When it was 
learned that she had been 
stabbed she was taken to Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital in an am- 
bulance. 

Neither Arras nor the nun wit- 
nessed the attack. Miss Moeller 
told Arras that “‘some boy hit 
me in the back”’ when he asked 

what had happened. She appar- 
ently did not realize that she 
had been stabbed and he did not 
discover it until he reached the 
police station. 

Miss Moelier was stabbed 
three times in the back, appar-

After 17 Passes It Is 
Scheduled to Re- 
lease 310-Pound Ob- 
ject—Planes to Try 
to Net It. 


VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif.. Nov. 7 (UPI)—A 
Discoverer VII satellite—sched- 
uled for a round trip to space— 
was sent into orbit today in a 
concerted United States effort to 
achieve a significant scientific 
break-through. 


The Air Force announcement 
that orbit had been achieved 
came more than three hours 
after the Thor-boosted Discover- 
er VII arched into the sky from 
this central California coastal 
base at 2:28 p.m. St. Louis time. 

If all works well, the 19-foot 
long satellite will send back to 
earth a 310-pound capsule after 
17 passes over the earth’s poles. 

It would be the first recovery 
of a man-made object from or- 
bit — “the most significant 
achievement to date in space,” 
an Air Force officer said. 

Nine Planes to Take Part. 

The recovery attempt will be 
made 27 hours after the launch- 
ing by nine net-trailing cargo 
planes over the Pacific ocean.

Procession on 
Revolution’s 42nd 
Anniversary Turned

MOSCOW, Nov. 7 (AP)—The 
Russians celebrated the forty- 
second birthday of the Bolshevik 
revolution today with pageantry 
hailing peace, Soviet scientific 
prowess and economic growth. 


The annual military parade in 
Red Square; which annually has 
proclaimed Soviet might to the 
world, was little more than per- 
functory on this festive day in 
the Soviet capital. 


The parade of weapons and 
fighting men took up only about 
20 minutes of the two-hour 
march past Premier Khrushchev 
and other Soviet leaders atop 
the polished red granite tomb of 
Lenin and Stalin. 

(United Press International said 
the only new weapon displayed 
was a four-wheeled rocket 
launcher.)

Steel Mills Expected to 
Take Up to Six 
Weeks to . Produce

DETROIT, Nov. 7 (UPI)—The 
automobile industry probably 
will have to lay off at least 
another 55,000 workers before its 
production lines can get enough 
steel to begin to return to 
normal, 


Currently there are 206,065 em- 
ployes of General Motors and 
Chrysler Corp. who have been 
laid off because of steel short- 
ages and another 6800 G.M. 
workers are scheduled to be 
laid off next week despite any 
return to work in the steel mills. 


It wil take the steel mills up 
to six weeks to resume the flow 
of such important items as cold- 
rolled steel for automobile bod- 
ies. In that period both G.M., 
with 200,215 idle employes, and 
Chrysler, with 5850, were ex- 
pected to be forced to close 
down all production, This alone 
would boost the industry’s lay-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
Communist Romania has agreed 
to discuss a United States claim

Principal means stiggested for dealing b 
with the situation include: higher morals 
for the television industry, new regulatory 
legislation, more effective policing under 
existing law and a basic reappraisal of 
fundamental broadcasting concepts.’ 


THERE IS ALMOST sure to be opposi- 
tion to some of these ideas from the tele- 


‘vision industry, sponsors and advertising 


agencies. There also is serious concern 
that any steps that are taken might, by 
creating censorship or infringing on civil 
liberties, result in evils worse than those 
they are designed to correct. 


The most stringent of the remedial pro- 
posals are two that would change the 
fundamental operations of the television 


and radio industry. One would divorce ' 


sponsors from any degree of control over 
programs. The other would pit net- 
works ynder Federal regulation ian much 
thé same way that individual ‘television 
and radio stations now are licensed and 
regulated. 


Representative John E. Moss (Dem.), 
California, who outlined these proposals for 
the Post-Dispatch, said he felt both steps 
should be considered. 

“We need to consider the basic question 
of whether the present sponsorship system 
is in the public interest,” he said. : 

He indicated that he thought broadcasting 
sponsors, like newspaper. and magazine 
advertisers, should control: only their adver- 
tising announcements. There is no more 
reason, he said, for a sponsor to control 
what is presénted on television than there 
is for an advertiser to influence the news 
or éditorial content of newspapers and 
magazines. 

Moss pressed hard on this point in dis- 
cussions with Robert E. Kintner; president 


of the National Broadcasting Co., and’ 


Charles Revson, president of Revion, Inc., 
which sponsored two quiz programs that 
testimony showed .were rigged. = de- 
fended the present system. 


“THE FACT IS,” Moss told Revson, “‘we 
now have a high degree of effective cen- 
sorship exercised by those who pay the 
bill. for television time. The sponsors want 
to make sure their programs cast no re- 
flections on anyone or cause any contro- 
versy. The result is mediocrity as the level 
of entertainment.” 

Kintner opposed Moss’s suggestion for 
licensing of networks, terming it ‘‘a step 
toward program. control,’”* Moss; who has 
waged a vigorous battle against Govern- 
ment censorship in his role as chairman 
of the Special House: Subcommittee on 
Government Information, said he was 
strenuously opposed to Government regula- 
tion of the content of radio or television 
programs. } 

“I am disturbed by the present control 
where program content is dictated only by 
the size of audience ratings,” hé said. The 
result, he continued, has been that as soon 
as one type of program becomes popular, it 
is imitated almost endlessly. He cited the 
current. dominance of western and crime 
dramas as an example. 

Moss:had some sharp words for Kintner’s 
assertion that NBC has a “continuity ac- 
ceptance department” charged with, screen- 
ing all broadcasts to make sure they meet 
standards of good taste. 

“Mr. Kintner,”” Moss said scornfully, ‘‘I 
have been jolted, jarred, grated and re- 
volted by some of the television com- 
mercials that have been passed on by your 
‘continuity acceptance department’ for 
good taste.’’ 

In concluding the quiz hearings, Répre- 
sentative Oren Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, 
chairman of the Legislative Oversight Sub- 
committee, said he was convinced that cor- 
rective legislation was needed.

There was no an- 
nouncement of what these are when the 
Subcommittee concluded the quiz show 
phase of its work yesterday. It will meet 
Dec.' 9 to decide its future course. 

Matters it might decide to go into in- 
clude the accuracy and propriety of com- 
mercials, the “plugging” or publicizing of 
unsponsored products and complaints con- 
cerning improper control in determining 
what music is played on the air. 

There were strong indications today that 
the subcommittee would look into the pro- 
motion of popular records, particularly on 
disk jockey programs. 

Some of these matters were touched on 
briefly during the quiz show hearings. Rep- 
resentatives of an Allentown (Pa.) depart- 
ment store testified the firm paid $15,000 
to assure the appearance of another store 
employe on the ‘$64,000 Question,’ so that 
the firm’s name could be mentioned. They 
testified that $10,000 of the total was de- 
livered to an employe of the quiz show. 


The store owner said it was “‘a common 
practice” for firms to pay substantial fees 
to have their names or products mentioned 
on popular television shows. He said the 
payments generally were made to public 
relations firms. 

Except for the alleged $10,000 payment, 
it was not made clear whether part of the 
fees was passed on to performers or others 
connected with -the television programs 
where the “plugs” occurred. Kintner 
agreed under questioning that help from 
“someone on the inside” probably was 
necessary to assure a contestant’s appear- 
ance on a particular program. 


The question of improper action in de- — 
termining what music is broadcast was 
raised in a letter submitted to the sub 
committee yesterday by the American 
Guild of Authors and Composers. It 
charged that “commercial bribery has 
become a prime factor” and offered to 
submit evidence to support the charge. 


Through the welter of confusing, some- 
times conflicting, testimony heard by the 
subcommittee the decline of moral values 
in American society stood out boldly. 
Nearly everyone involved was looking for 
money and many were ready to forget 
principles and scruples in order to get it. 

Many of the witnesses from the trade 
gave a curious Madison Avenue explana- 
tion, for their actions. They professed to 


be horrified at the thought that an answer 
was given a quiz contestant in advance. 
Yet they took the position that it was per- 
fectly proper to ask a contestant only ques- 
tions that it was known he could answer. 
This was merely “‘controlling” the outcome, 
and somehow that was all right. 


MEMBERS OF the subcommittee sharply 
questioned the contention by Kintner, Stan- 
ton and others that the networks, sponsors 
and some advertising agencies were un- 
aware that quiz shows were being rigged. 
Kintner, particularly, took the position that 
the deceit had been practiced only by a 
*‘small group’ of people, principally tele- 
vision producers and contestants, and that 
the networks and others were blameless. 

Congressional investigators pointed out 
that rumors and newspaper stories ques- 
tioning the honesty of quiz shows had cir- 
culated for some time. They pointed out 
that ‘“‘witness after witness” had testified 
it was widely known in the broadcasting 
industry that quiz programs were controlled 
and that the practice had persisted for 
many years. 


They found it surprising to meet such 
naivete in an industry whose name has 
become synonymous with sophistication 
and which has learned to reach into the 
subconsciousness of its customers in or- 
der to peddle its wares. 


The problem of dealing with the short- 
comings of the broadcasting industry is a 
difficult one involving fundamental gov- 
ernmental philosophies. Many who have 
studied the sftuation are concerned at the 
prospect of piling new legislation on top 
of old, of further expanding the “Big 
Brother” role of the Federal Governinent 
as a policemen. 


YET THE NATURE of broadcasting, 
since it utilizes the airwaves, a public and 
limited resource, is such that the Govern- 
ment bears a responsibility in seeing that 
the public’s interests are protected. Net- 
work spokesmen agree with this philosophy. 

Any new regulation will bring with it the 
delicate problem of avoiding censorship, in- 
fringement on civil liberties, and the 
shackling of creative minds and talents. 
The American Civil] Liberties Union has 
suggested that new legislation should 
strengthen the authority of the Federal 
Communications Commission in evaluating 
the performance of a broadcasting station, 
but should avoid Government censorship.

said the organization would be most con- 
cerned if there were any move to allow a 
Government agency an advance veto over 
radio and television programs. 

He said the question of licensing net- 
works has not been studied fully. He ex- 
pressed the opinion, however, that such 
action might be unwise, since it would, in 
some measure, ténd to limit the diversity 
of viewpoints. 

The public’s reaction to this week’s hear- 
ings, as well as to future disclosures, will 
have a significant bearing on what steps 
are taken. One early survey showed that 
the public was not seriously concerned, but 
there are indications that this condition has 
changed drastically, particularly since the 
Van Doren confession, 


EQUALLY IMPORTANT will be what the 
industry itself does. Harris summed up 
this aspect of the situation when he told 
Kintner: 

“People in responsible pdsitions in broad- 
casting must recognize the facts of life 
and take corrective steps. 

“IT am afraid the attitude that the public 
is not greatly concerned is going to bring 
about what you, I and a lot of other 
people don’t want to see—rigid Government 
control,” 

To some persons. who heard Charles Van 
Doren’s agonizing confession of having 
been given advance questions and answers 
for the appeafances that won him prom- 
inence and $129,000 on “‘Twenty-One,” his 
appearance recalled another famous con- 
fession. 


It recalled the television and radio broad- 
cast Vice President Richard M. Nixon made 
in September, 1952, to explain the $18,000 
fund put up by wealthy Californians for his 
benefit. Nixon’s performance, like that of 
Van Doren, was a highly emotional one. 
In the case of both men, much of their fu- 
ture was at stake. 


The Post-Dispatch reported at the time 
that Nixon had been carefully coached in 
advance. His performance was given pro- 
fessional theatrical staging and was care- 
fully designed to extract the maximum 
emotional response. 

For some spectators in the high-ceilinged, 
attractive caucus room of the old House 
Office Building, the quiz hearings also 
brought to mind another investigation. It 
was in the same room and before the same 
subcommittee that disclosures were made 
that led to the resignation of Sherman 
Adams as assistant to President Eisen- 
hower. ' 


Off Gov: Rockef eller Showing 


His Colors in Bold Foray 
To Test Political Climate 


Two Good Reasons Behind His Tour of the West: 
His Popular Appeal and Prevailing Doubts About 
Other Candidates—Stature as an Exponent of 
Good Government Enhances His Prospects.

JUST A YEAR AGO Nelson Rockefeller flashed onto the political 
horizon like a young meteor, Today he is one of the three or four most 
conspicuous possibilities for President of the United States after 1960. 

When he won the governorship of New York by a majority of more 
than a half million yotes, he was still the wealthy amateur in politics. 
That gave an extra dimension to his victory, While today in the eyes of 
Republican professionals he is still an amateur, even an interloper, he 
is about to tour the West with 50 reporters trailing him to read the 
portents of a candidacy that is all but avowed. 


There are at least two good reasons 
why this should be happening. One has 
to do with Rockefeller's own character, 
temperament, attributes and background, 
the popular appeal he has demonstrated. 
The second is the prevailing miasma of 
doubt about the other candidates and, tor 
that matter, about the political process it- 
self, The fact that he has seemed to stand 
above the political battle as a Champion of 
good government is one of his assets. 


HE IS NOW GETTING into the thick of 
it where the hazards are great. For three 
days this coming week in California and 
Oregon he will woo Western state chair- 
men, county com- 
mitteemen and other 
“pros” who will 
pick the Republican 
candidate. He is 
making two 
speeches on foreign 
policy, one on eco- 
nomic growth and 
one on education. In 
short, he is showing 

his colors in a new 
and bolder phase of 
what he insists is 
still a testing opera- 
tion. 


Essentially he is 
a cautious and 
careful man. Per- 
haps anyone condi- 
tioned from birth 
by so much money 
and so much power 
would inevitably 
have acquired a 
hard shell of cau- 
tion. He is also, 
behind his grin, an 
intensely serious man. 


Without the smile, his face is a mask 
of serious concentration, particularly when 
he is wrestling with the twin perils of 
policy and politics. In a recent television 
appearance he urged that the United States 
resume nuclear testing. This was neces- 
sary for America’s security, he said. He 
thereby disenchanted some of his liberal 
admirers. 


“Why couldn't you have simply replied 
that you believed that the foreign policy 
and the security of the United States were 
in good hands with the President of the 
United States?’ one of his advisers asked 
him afterward. 


“But I said what I believed in answer

EFFECTIVENESS OF Taft-Hartley pro- 
cedures in preventing or settling industry- 
wide strikes is in for exhaustive re-examina- 
tion in the next session of Congress, re- 
gardless of the Supreme Court ruling up- 
holding the injunction sending the steel 
workers back to the mills. 

There is a feeling among “labor-minded”’ 
Senators and Representatives that the ef- 
fects of the steel stoppage on national health 
and safety may have been overdrawn by 
the Government in its fight for a back-to- 
work order in the courts. 

Nevertheless, they believe that new pro- 
cedures must be adopted by the Congress 
to prevent, if possible, repetition of a 


‘nation-wide walkout such as the steel strike 
“which, in 116 days, has got so far out of 


hand that it has imposed privation on up- 
wards of “800,000 workers and virtually has 
stifled supply of a product vital to the 
economy. 


THE PROPOSALS’ advanced thus far, 
and there will be more, encompass a wide 
range of schemes, including some forms of 
voluntary or compulsory arbitration, au- 


thority for Presidential fact-finders to im- - 
pose settlement terms, seizure powers for — 


President Eisenhower, at his Oct. 22 press 
conference, at the time Government at- 
terneys. were seeking a back-to-work order 
in the steel stfike, expressed his belief that 
the Taft-Hartley injunction process idid not 
have “‘a very brilliant history,’’ adding: ‘‘l 
do not believe it is. necessarily good or 
adequate legislation.’’ 

Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
has. said repeatedly that the 80-day-injunc- 
tions under Taft-Hartley settle nothing, but 
rather encourage disputing industries and 
unions to abandon bargaining to see what 
happens after the injunction expires. 

George W. Taylor, former chairman of

On the question o* new legislation to plug 
holes in the Taft-Hartley approach to 
emergency situations, the success of Con- 
gress will depend a great deal on the atti- 
tudes of labor and management toward spe- 
cific suggestions. 

Proposals for compulsory arbitration are 
certain to come under heavy fire from in- 
dustry and union leaders alike as unwar- 
ranted curbs on their freedoms. They are 
supported in tis position by many labor 
experts who regard forced arbitration as 
the equivalent of Government wage fixing. 

Compulsory arbitration has another flaw 
in the view of’ some. Arbitration panels 
tend to “split the difference’ between rock- 
bottom proposals by opposing parties with 
more of an eye toward a settlement than 
toward equitable solution of the problems 
involved on both sices. 

One of the principal complaints against 
the Taft-Hartley emergency provisions is

. te 26 years, our public school children

To enter a child’s world is both a * 


privilege and a danger:’a privilege if 
the adult can‘ enter gracefully, gain 
some insight into the child as he really 
is, and then get out gracefully; a dan- 
ger if the adult long ago bécame crys- 
tallized at childhood’s level, Children 
are in the greatest peril whenever 
their world is invaded by “adult” per- 
sons not themselves mature. By what 
criteria, then, may we judge what liter- 
ature is suitable for children? 


We must begin by recognizing that _ 


children’s psyches are not as naive as 


some people think, and’ that their 


tastes, when not distorted and mis- 


guided, lead them to enjoy stories . 


which would be judged great by the 
standards used in judging all great 
literature, 

In other words, the nursery lore, 
folk tales, fairy stories, myths and 
legends which, undiluted, constituted 
the basic children’s classics~because 
they are literary expressions of time- 
less psychological and sociological 
truths as these truths have welled up 
out of the unconscious cumulative wis- 
dom: of the human race—persist in 
their appeal, a wide, deep, universal 
appeal, and at the same time yield 
vital and indispensable nourishment for 
the growth of children.

The most vital ‘com- 
munication which flows from fine 
story to reader or listener is bést de- 
scribed as a wordless faith in life 
and in the worthwhileness of living.

child—ever reluctant to abandon child- 
hood—the simple message: | 
“Tt’s all right to grow up.”

A Final Word on Napoleon 


THE LAST YEARS OF NAPOLEON, Ralph Korngold, 
(Harcourt, Brace & Co., 312 pgs., $6.75.)

THIS WORK, ONE MIGHT SAY, WILL BE 
the final word in a long series of Napoleonic biographies. It is 
the most comprehensive and detailed account thus far dealing 
with the drama that unfolded on the day Napoleon arrived at 
St. Helena (1815) until the day he died six years later. - 


Longwood was the name of the house in which the Emperor 
spent the final years of his life as a prisoner of the British 
government to whom he had surrendered voluntarily. It was 
here also that Napoleori’s most loyal followers and servants 
idled away many days and years in the service-of their master 
w they refused to desert. Some of these men have leit 
their own accounts and histories of these days, but it was up 
to Ralph Korngold to weave these various accounts and stories 
into one single work which, no doubt, will serve as an important 
source in the study of Napoleonic history. 

Here at the reader will meet and observe against 
a realistically described background such notables as Dr. An- 
tommarchi, one of Napoleon’s physicians; General Bertrand; 
the Count de Las Cases, Napoleon’s biographer; and last, but 
certainly not least, Sir Hudson Lowe, the infamous Governor 
of St. Helena, whom Napoleon had named as his “executioner.” 


THERE ARE TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT 
concerning Napoleon: the one is full of admiration. for Napoleon 
as a mah, a genius, and military commander; the other school 
thinks the opposite. Whatever school the reader may choose 
to follow, from the pages of Ralph Korngold’s work Napoleon 
highly thetic figure. Even in adversity 
he never lost the dignity he had decreed for himself. In the clash 
Hudson Lowe and Napoleon, the former is the villain, 
and petty, while the latter cannot but evoke 

the reader’s full sympathy. 
This is not the Napoleon of Marengo or Austerlitz, Tilsit or 
Jena, but a Napoleon who proves himself to be a warm-hearted 


human being. As for his followers, all four of them and two — 


of their wives spent much of their time in intrigue and petty 
quarrels and jealousies while competing for their master’s 
affection. 

If a flaw must be mentioned in this work then the lack of 
footnoting is conspicuous. A work of this quality and importance 
should indicate the sources quoted rather than just provide a 
bibliographical list. Except for this, Mr. Korngold’s work will 
indeed gladden the hearts of enthusiasts of Napoleonic history.

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Government in Music | 
Why Not a Domestic Program? 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

THE USE OF GOVERNMENT funds for the support 
of music in the United States is so completely un-American that 
few politicians would seriously propose it. Yet American dollars 
have indirectly subsidized a number of European musical in- 
stitutions; and even now the State Department is spending tax 
funds for the purpose of convincing foreign peoples that we too 
have an important musical culture. 

The fact that we approve spending money abroad for music 
and refuse even to consider such a program at home is not 
too paradoxical. The former is propaganda, a form of diplomacy. 
The Soviet Union forced us into it by unloosing their symphony 
--chestras, operatic troups, ballet dancers and the like on the 
peoples of Europe and Asia. Europeans and Asians had already 
been told that we were cultural barbarians and the appearance 
of well trained Russian artists in their midst was intended, or 
so it seemed, to provoke odious comparisons. 

So that’s why the American government is now spending 

_ money in making American music and musicians accessible to 
nations whose good will is important to our national safety. 

The nature and degree of this musical diplomacy was dis- 
closed recently at the Annual Workshop of the Music Critic’s 
Association held in Washington. Representatives of the Cultural 
presentations committee of the State Department, the U. S. 
Information Agency and the Voice of America described their 
activities frankly and at some length. They were trying, with 
limited funds, to alter the impression of America as a Musical 
Sahara by offering a wide range of music including the works 
of art composers. 


NO ONE COULD possibly object to this use of public 
funds, Indeed, if it is matter of improving American prestige, 
the budget for this program should be much larger. As in other 
fields we are well behind the Russians. . 

It seemed to me, however, that if American prestige could 
be improved by parading American musical resources before 
the world, that the government might give a thought to improve- 
ment at the source. We cannot exhibit what we have not yet 
developed; and while it is true that our privately supported 
systems have produced a number of outstanding artists and 
organizations they have not prevented an enormous waste of 
artistic talent. Nor have they prevented the life of an American 
musician from being a life of hardship in many cases.

Fritzie Zivic, Pittsburgh, 
knocked out Billy Celebron in 
30 seconds at the Auditorium,

One of the fastest endings in 
a television bout, before De 
John’s kayo of Powell, was a 
knockout which Spider Webb 
scored over Jackie La Bua in 
59 seconds, Oct. 16, 1957. 

There have been bouts which 
were recorded as ending in 
fewer than 15 seconds but 
those have been discounted 
because it was believed the 
timing was inaccurate. It 
doesn’t seem possible that a 
man can be knocked out that 
quickly, including the 10-sec- 
ond count, unless the timing is 
off. 


There are few complaints | 


from most fans who witness a 
fight that ends quickly. They 
seem to get as much kick out 
of watching a man score a fast 
kayo as they do of seeing a 
long bout.

‘Scratching’ for Ducks in Illinois. 

Many ducks were in the Sanganois area, hundreds of thousands 
of them, but shooting in the first few days of the season had not 
been good, George Arthur told us as our boat neared the blind. 


Arthur, who is waterfowl chief ; 
for the Iilinois Department of 
Conservation, explained that 
most ducks on hand were older 
birds, wise and wary. 

We were soon to see what he 
meant. Directly in front of the 
blind was a low Illinois river 
slough, separated by a narrow 
levee from a privately owned 
lake. Ducks by the thousands 
were using the lake, 
great bunches from nearby pin 
oaks or settling down after a 
flight from a more northern stop- 
over in the migratory route. 

At first, it appeared we were 
to be happy participants in an 
exception to Arthur’s evaluation 
of the hunting. Here were lots 
of active, restless ducks just 
a short distance from four hunt- 
ers in a blind that was being 
used for the first time this 
season. 

Soon we would begin picking 
off the singles and shooting at 
small flights that drifted away 
from the lake. Or so we thought. 

But, we did not realize how

I cannot believe that Con- 
gress intended the federal 
courts to issue injunctions that 
bludgeon all workers merely 
because the labor of a few of 
them is needed in the interests 
of “national safety.” 

Some years ago this court 
struck down as unconstitutional 
state statutes making arbitration 
of labor disputes mandatory. 


| Wolff Co: vs. Industrial Court, 


262 U.S. 522; Dorchy vs. Kan- 
sas, 264 U.S. 286. Those cases 
held that compulsory arbitration 
violated the due process clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment. 
One can only guess as to what 
institutions of adjudication we 
might have in this field today 
had that experiment been given 
a chance. The experiment, how- 
ever, did not survive; and we 
have had little experience with 
it. Collective bargaining and me- 
diation are today the norm, ex- 
cept for the period of time in 
which an injunction is in force. 
By the terms of Section 209, 
however, any injunction ren- 
dered may not continue longer 
than 80 days. The act thus per- 
mits an injunction restricted in 
duration and narrowly confined 
by the requirements of the “na- 
tional health or safety.” When 
we uphold this injunction we 
force men back to work when 
their inactivity has no relation 
to “national health or safety.” 
Those whose inactivity produces 
the peril to “‘national health or 
safety” which the act guards 
against and only those should 
be covered in the injunction. 
The rest—who are the vast ma- 
jority of the 500,000 on strike— 
should be treated like the em- 
ployers are treated. They should 
continue under the regime of 
collective bargaining and media- 
tion until they settle their dif- 
ferences or until Congress pro- 
vides different or broader reme- 
dies. When we assume that all 
the steel workers are producing 
steel for defense, when in truth 
only a fraction of them are, we 
are fulfilling the dreams of those 
who sponsored the House bill 
and failed in their efforts to have 
Congress legislate so broadly.

He 
came back to Van Doren teach- 
ings the past week when he ap- 
peared before the House sub- 
committee investigating rigged 
television shows and admitted 
his guilt and his previous per- 
jury. Previously he had denied 
the truth that out when 
Herbert Stempel cried “‘Fix!”’ 
Stempel had been Van Doren’s 
first conquest on “Twenty-One.”’ 
Van Doren, in his turn, lost to 
Vivienne Nearing, a Manhattan 
lawyer. 


Viewed as a performance of 
the Return of the Prodigal Son, 
Van Doren’s confession and apol- 
ogy could be exceeded in public 
interest only by the return and 
apology of Benedict Arnold, a 
show that the most rating-happy 
producer, pressured by the most 
rating-happy sponsor, wouldn’t 
pull off now if he could. The 
public, at last, wouldn’t be- 
lieve it. 


Something, either basic human 
kindness or basic human sym- 
pathy for the temptations of a 
$9200-a-week pay scale for 14 
weeks, has made many people 
unwilling to throw the first stone 
at Van Doren. His eloquence on 
the witness stand was con- 
vincing, too. One of the most 
convincing paragraphs came 
near the end of his statement to 
the House subcornmittee. 


The paragraph has a long-ago, 
sad echo of all the things his 
father, professor and author 
Mark Van Doren, taught his sons 
Charles and John by word and 
example.

That rare 
privilege for his sons didn’t 
come easily to Mark Van Doren. 

He was an instructor in Eng- 
lish at Columbia University, the 
university that dismissed son 
Charles last week after he beat 
his breast in Washington. Mark 
and his wife Dorothy, a writer 
then for The Nation, bought the 
farm in 1923. ‘‘Bought”’ is loose- 
ly used because to buy is to 
acquire by paying money.

The price 
on the farmhouse and 100-plus 
acres was $5000.

There is an ample pic- 
ture though of what growing-up 
was for Charles Van Doren. 
There is added confusion for the 
attempt to understand his turn- 
ing-point, the television decep- 
tion. Perhaps, in his 40-books-a- 
week reading, Charles Van Dor- 
en missed one book, a first 
novel, “‘Aurora Dawn” by Her- 
man Wouk. “Aurora Dawn” con- 
tained a chapter, ““The Hog in 
the House,” all about advertising 
and broadcasting. The warning 
was, “Let a hog in yer house 
and he’ll crawl on yer table.”’ 

Whatever he missed later, 
Charles didn’t miss boyhood. A 
New York City boy able to spend 
summers and weekends on a 
Connecticut farm was just the 
beginning of his blessing. 
Charles’s added blessings includ- 
ed aptitude in sports and apti- 
tude of the intellect. His fa- 
ther’s distinguished older broth- 
er, Carl Van Doren, had a farm 
at the same town. The Van Dor- 
ens were great ones to gather 
and talk. The ‘Twenty-One” 
publicity mill made the most of 
that, explaining Charles’s facile 
answers as a natural outgrowth 
of Van Doren family discussions, 
a university of the dinner table.

The temperature of the center 
of the moon’s face at full moon 
may rise to about 275 degrees 
F. (water boils at 212 degrees 
F.). At the same spot, about 
a week later, the temperature 
has fallen to about 100 degrees 
F, below zero and two weeks 
later, just before the sunlight 
once more falls on the middle of 
the moon’s face, the minimum 
temperature is about 240 degrees 
F below zero. 

This extreme variation in tem- 
perature affirms the lack of lu- 
nar atmosphere; also it indi- 
cates that the lunar surface 
must consist of some material 
such as fine dust, at least to a 
depth of a large fraction of an 
inch or several inches. 

Without an atmosphere the 
lunar surface is a dangerous 
place to be. In space we find 
all sorts of radiations: cosmic 
rays, gamma rays, X-rays, ul- 
traviolet radiation out to long- 
wave-length radio waves. There 
are meteors which can crash 
to the surface of the moon with 
a speed of almost 45 miles a 
second, And as we have seen, 
we have extremes in tempera- 
ture on the lunar surface. 

On earth our atmosphere not 
only absorbs the radiation but 
also burns out the meteors on 
their way down and moderates 
the extreme temperatures. On 
the moon, without the protective 
‘atmosphere, space suits of sub- 
stantial material must be used

For the first 
time in years, she was un- 
seated, Variety reported, not 
by a Western, but by Jack 
Benny. 


You would never get this dope 
from Benny himself. Some years 
ago I had a talk with Benny 
about ratings. At the time, he 
happened to be No. 1 in most 
polls. But Benny told me he had 
littie faith in them. Why? I 
member his answer,almost word 
for word. 

“I remember when I used to 
distribute circulars house to 
house for my father,” he said. 
“I'd start out with a bundle, and 
conscientiously put one circular 
under each door. Pretty soon, 
I'd start putting two circulars 
under each door, then three. I’d 
pass an ashcan, and I’d toss a 
big handful in. But I never lied 
to my father when I told him I’d 
distributed all the circulars. So 
if I could do this to my own 
father, how can I have faith in 
the pol] takers who are making 
an impersonal survey? It’s only 
human.”’ 

The next time I saw Jack 
Benny was at a rehearsal a few 
days ago for his Spectacular on 
the CBS network tonight (6:30, 
Channel 4), I waited an hour for 
him to get through. He was all 
business. I never saw Benny 
chuckle once during that hour, 
He went over his lines again and 
again, bounced up and down sev- 
eral times as though he were 
skipping rope to get a piece of 
“business”? down pat, read some 
lines in a flat tone about a new 
business venture, a sugar bowl 
somehow came into it and I think 
a bowling alley, but exactly 
where the humor was, I’ll never 
know unless I watch CBS tonight. 

For, as anybody knows, one 
of the secrets of Jack Benny’s 
professional durability is hidden 
somewhere in the fact that he 
doesn’t just tell jokes. Charac- 
ter development, situations and 
timing have supplied the back- 
bone of his fifty-year career as 
a comedian. It accounts for his 
long and profitable career, but 
doesn’t quite explain why Jack 
Benny has become a veritable 
national institution, always as 
welcome as good news, 

Who else could evoke a re- 
mark such as the one made by 
author William Saroyan: ‘Who 
does Jack Benny think he is— 
Jack Benny?” 

The rehearsal for the TV spec- 
tacular dragged on until Ralph 
Levy, the director called it quits 
for the day. “‘If you don’t need 


me any more,” said Benny, “I ' 


think I’ll get in some golf.” He 
started to walk briskly toward 
the exit, with the pace of a man 
half his 65 years. I moved fast 
to intercept him; he hadn’t ex- 
pected me. I introduced myself 
and asked if I could have a few 
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But he pointed out that laugh 
tracks should be artfully in- 
serted to help the viewer at 


home enjoy the program more. 


To bar the laugh tracks in the 
name of honesty, because it de- 
ceives the audience—‘‘You might 
as well prohibit actors from us- 
ing make-up because it makes 
them look younger,”’ he says. 

I asked him about his recent 
program with President Truman 
as a guest. 

“I didn’t sleep the night that 
was on. I went home and usually 
after any of my shows, I get a 
few phone calls, you know, s0 
I waited up, but nothing hap- 
pened, I thought the critics would 
murder me, but the next morning 
the letters, telegrams and phone 
calls began Pouring in. It turned 
out to be one of the most suc- 
cessful programs. I even got let- 
ters from other comedians.” 


For President Truman he had 
glowing words. When the Tru- 
man segment turned out to have 
technical imperfection, Mr. Tru- 

man offered to do the whole 
program over again, but it was 
too late—the date for the show 
had been announced. 


Benny suddenly looked up, with 
a grin on his face,‘Say, I just 
happened to think of it, I was 
trying one afternoon to reach 
Mr. Truman on the phone in 
Independence, but I couldn’t get 
through. Next morning at re- 
hearsal, I was called to the 
phone. I was kind of groggy, I 
guess. I couldn’t make out what 
the fellow on the other end of the 
line was saying. ‘Who is this, 
anyway?’ I asked. The voice on 
the other end of the line said, 
‘They told me you were trying 
to get me, Jack.’ I said I wasn’t 
trying to get anybody, but who 
IS this? ‘This is Harry, Jack.’ 
I started to say ‘Harry who?’ but 
caught myself just in time. I 
almost died. They never even 
told me it was long distance 
calling.” 

Benny seemed rather -pleased 
that he had been able to recall 
this incident, not to underline 
his recent happy association 
with the former President of 
the United States, but perhaps 
because it was an anecdote that 
seemed to fit rather neatly into 
the behavior pattern of the 
character the public has been 
in love with for years—Jack 
Benny, the fall guy. 

Did he prefer TV to radio? 
“Sure, it’s more fun.” Is there 
anything in show business he’d 


like to do that he’d never done 
before? “Yes, I'd like to do a 
play on Broadway, a comedy.” 
Did he want to make another 
movie? “No, I’m not interested 
in the movies.—I’ve made 20 
movies. Fifteen were good, but 
they all made money.” (Poking 
fun at his film flops has been as 


Inevitably, in a serious discus- 
sion with a comedian, one gets 
around to discussing the high 
casualty rate among comics, 
especially these days.

| naturally to him as good timing. 


“You know,” he went on, “‘the 
younger comics don’t have a 


chance to develop. Fellows like 


myself and Bob Hope and Eddie 
Cantor—we had years to develop. 


How did he happen to start 
playing the violin with symphony 
orchestras? “Isaac Stern, my 
my closest friend, talked me into 
doing it.” Does he enjoy giving 
concerts? “It makes me feel 
good when the musicians tell me 
that a lot of people will come to 
hear symphony music for the 
first time just because I’m play- 
ing with them, and then they’ll 
come back again just to hear 
the symphony. That’s the way it 
was with me and ballet. You 
couldn’t drag me to ballet, but 
one night someone did and I 
discovered I enjoyed it. Now I go 
as often as I can.” 

Would he liken his love of 
appearing with symphonies to the 
classic story of the clown who 
wants to play Hamlet? “That's 
not bad. Yes, you could.” 

Does President Truman play 
the piano as well as Benny plays 
the violin? Benny looked shock- 
ed, even hurt. 

Then, talking as if to a child, 
Benny said: “Oh, no. Mr. Tru- 
man doesn’t practice.” 

Did Mr. Benny take his violin 
playing seriously? Again, in the 
same shocked tone, he replied: 
“The last three years I’ve been 
practicing like a fiend, and this 
can be very trying at my age.” 

His official biography, of 
course, notes that Jack began 
taking violin lessons when he 
was still in swaddling clothes, 
and back in Waukegan, he was 
considered a child prodigy. In 
fact, Benny started his vaudeville 
career with the violin. 

Benny sometimes gets wistful 
about this. 

“I should have listened to my 
father and practiced more on the 
fiddle.”’ 

Is he sorry he decided to be- 
come a comedian rather than a 
concert violinist? “Sometimes I 
felt sorry about it, but now that 
I’m successful I’m glad I did 
become a comedian. Now I have

both things going for me.” 

Because Benny is one of the 
richest men in show business, 
there is a myth that he is a good’ 
businessman, particularly be- 
cause he comes from a mercan- 
tile family. I asked Benny about 
this. He spread out his hands, 
palms upwards. “Talk figures 
and you lose me. I couldn't 
understand business when I was 
a kid in my father’s haberdash- 
ery store and I don’t now.” 

His father recognized his lack 
of business acumen long before 
Benny did. He was minding his 
father’s shop one day when a 
man came in and gave young 
Benny some. money, which he 

later turned over to his father. 
“What did you sell?” 

“Nothing, he gave me some 
money on account.” 

“Account? What 
What's his name?’’ 

“I don’t know. Gee, do you 
have to have a man’s name 
when he gives you money?” But 
young Benny was a smart boy. 
He made mistakes but he learned 
fast. The father stayed with him 
in the store next time to keep 
an eye on him. A customer came 
in, bought scads of shirts, socks, 
ties and handkerchiefs and told 
Benny to charge it. The man left 
with his purchase. 

Young Benny walked over to 
his father and said triumphantly: 
“That was a big sale. He said to 
charge it, but THIS time I made 
sure to get his name.” 

The father looked aghast. ‘““You 
got his name? Only he hasn’t got 
any account here. I never saw 
him before in my life.” 

That possibly did as much as 
anything to get Benny into show 
business. This is only a guess 
because it would be more accu- 
rate to say it terminated his bus- 
iness career. 

In the big rehearsal hall, it 
was getting late and I suggested 
he might still get in a few holes 
of golf. Benny stirred himself out 
of the chair and stretched. “No, 
it gets dark too early these days. 
I think I’ll go home and practice 
on my fiddle.” We began walk- 
ing down the long corridor to the 
exit and suddenly Benny turned 
to me and said: 

“You know, I’m going to ap- 
pear with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra in a benefit 
concert on Nov. 10.

The architectural firm of Russell, Mullgardt, Schwarz, Van Hoefen utilized shape of equilateral triangle 
as basic design module. Ferris and Hamig designed electrical, heating, ventilating and air conditioning systems.

Open Club 
To Public 


Hundreds of St. Louisans are 
expected to stream through the 
new quarters of the Engineers 
Club today, as the 91-year-old 
organization opens its doors to 
the general public. 


The open house is to be in 
effect from 2 p.m. to-5 p.m. 
The building, designed by the 
architectural firm of Russell 
Mullgardt Schwarz Van Hoefen, 
is at 4539 Lindell boulevard. 


It was dedicated Thursday 
night and a reception for mem- 
bers and guests were held Fri- 
day evening. Those participat- 
ing in the dedicatory ceremonies 
included Raymond R. Tucker, 
mayor of St. Louis, Chancellor 
Ethan A, H. Shepley of Wash- 
ington - University. Principal 
speaker was Dr. Alexander 
Langsdorf, dean emeritus of 
Washington University’s School 
of Architecture and Engineer- 
ing. 

The building was designed 
upon one.-of. the. oldest and 
strongest shapes known to the 
engineering sciences—the equi- 
lateral triangle. 

Architect Hari Van Hoefen 
utilized many of the shapes pos- 
sible by combining the triangles 
— parallelograms, trapezoids, 
and hexagons—to form various 
components of the building. The 
basic design patterns were cre- 
ated on the back of an envelope. 

The triangulation is evident in 
the shape of the 400-seat audi- 
torium. According to Clarence 
H. Ax, president of the 91-year- 
old club, the acoustics in this 
rooms are “absolutely perfect. 
The normal spoken voice may 
be heard clearly anywhere in 
the room without artificial am- 
plification.”’ 

The consulting engineering 
firm of Ferris and Hamig de- 
signed the ventilating system in 
this section of the building to 
be virtually noiseless, so it 
would not inferfere with want- 
ed sounds in the room. 

In the adjacent fellowship 
hall, a series of six triangles 
combine to form a vaulted ceil- 
ing. Smaller triangles of trans- 
lucent plastic are at the tips of 
each of the planes, forming a 
skylight. Triangular brass 
strips are imbedded in the ter- 
razzo floor. 

The firm of Eason, Thomp- 
son and Associates designed the 
complicated structural steel 
work on the building, and Gam- 
ble Construction Company was 
general contractor. 

Ax said the members, 2150 in 
number, had been contributing 
to the project for more than 20 
years. Construction was start- 
ed in July 1958. 

“The club has provided a pro- 
gram designed for the profes- 
sional improvement of its mem- 
bers, the advancement of en- 
gineering in its several branches, 
the enhancement of the en- 
gineering profession in the 
opinion of the general public, 
and in a dignified manner to 
influence a solution of public 
questions involving engineering 
and _ scientific consideration,”’ 
Ax said.

Puzzle Over 

Timing

Many gardeners in this area 
are puzzled about the timing of 
various tasks and projects. This 
isn’t surprising, for our seasons 
are so often determined, not by 
the date on the calendar, but by 
the weather that happens to pre- 
vail. 


The planting season, for ex- 
ample, may end with a Thanks- 
giving freeze (as it did last year) 
or it may extend through the 
Christmas holiday season. Even 
after the ground has frozen it 
will be possible to move and 
plant large evergreens and trees. 


In general, the plants that have 
rather delicate root systems (like 
many perennials) should go into 
the ground as early in the fall 
as possible, so that they may 
become anchored firmly before 
freezing weather. It is desirable 
to mulch new perennials, too, to 
keep them from being heaved 
from the ground by alternate 
thaws and freezes. 

Even sturdy types, like peo- 
nies, will appreciate the pro- 
tection of an organic mulch such 
as partly rotted leaves, compost, 
or sawdust. Care must be taken, 
however, not to heap the mulch 
over the crown of the plant. 

Evergreens may be moved as 
long as the ground is workable.

HOLLYWOOD. 
ELEVISION PROGRAMS, as we know them, 
constitute 9 bottomless pit of sameness. 

‘The only discernible differente between one 
Western and another frequently is the kind of 
gun wielded by the hero.

Certainly you must be genuinely in- 
terested in your husband’s work, but you should also 
devise some way of relieving its pressures. Generally, 
if you are willing to do what your husband likes best, 
you will keep his worries to a minimum.

Are sour chie’s SCHOOLBOOKS 


by ED KIESTER 


In today’s fast changing world, nothing is 
so outdated as yesterday's textbook. Yet 
many youngsters in American schools are 
studying from books that date even further 
back—to the day before yesterday, or even 
to the day before that. 

One widely used textbook in high-school 
physics, for instance, originally was writ- 
ten nearly 50 years ago. It has been 
“brought up to date” many times since. 
Bat it still clings to an explanation of how 
light travels that the scientific world just 
about abandoned in the 1920s. 

Examples from other fields of study are 
only slightly less dramatic. “There are 
texts in use,” says M. Frank Redding, as- 
sistant secretary of the American Text- 
book Publishers Institute, “where students 
read that Russia is ‘our noble ally’ or that 
there are 92—instead of 101—elements 
in the periodic table of chemistry.” 

Your child’s chemistry text may brush 
off the “giant molecule” concept, the 
foundation of much current chemistry. 
His rebound geography may list Estonia, 
Latvia, and Lithuania (swallowed by the 
U.S.S.R. in 1940) as “independent.” One 
still-used civics text talks of the “current 
rapid social changes” of the New Deal. 


In the years since the war, a study by _ 


the textbook publishers has found, schools 
have bought 42 million books fewer than 


his aliases ta asec 1946 stand- 


ards. Today’s schools have fewer books per 


pupil and more book-sharing—and also 
many books kept in use far too long. 

This old-book problem is most acute in 
the sciences, mathematics, and the social 
sciences. The computer age, the frequent 
scientific breakthroughs, and the rush of 
history have aged textbooks rapidly. 

Book publishers often say a textbook is 
out of date before it is written. Planning, 
writing, and publishing a new one may re- 
quire two to. five years. Authors revise 
them often to add new events and discov- 
eries. Even this takes time. Sputnik, for 
instance, went aloft in 1957, but did not 
appear in most schoolbooks until this fall. 

But frequent revisions are not the an- 
swer.“What we often get,” says Merrill F. 
Hartshorn of the National Council for the 
Social Studies, “is patch upon patch until 
we have a crazy quilt. Seldom does anyone 
stand back for a fresh perspective.” 

One of the strongest statements on the 
textbook situation has come from the 
Physical Science Study Committee, a 
group set up to analyze teaching of high- 
school physics. The committee reached 
four conclusions : 

“A. Secondary-school physics téxtbooks 
in general. ..dated back half a century and 
no longer reflected the views of the 
scientific : 


community; . 
“B. Genuine attempts to add new ma-

terial had resulted in patchwork quality in 
which unity had disappeared; 

“C. The amount of material in the text- 
books had become so great that it could not 
reasonably be taught in an academic year; 

“D. Much of the new material reflected 
the increasing importance of technology 
in our society, but resulted in further over- 
loading of the course and further minimiz- 
ing of the concepts of the science itself.” 

Like the Physical Science Study Com- 


_ mittee, which is made up of research 


physicists and educators, other men on the 
frontiers of knowledge have been teaming 
up with teachers to look at school cur- 
ricula. In capsule, this is what they say 
about your child’s textbooks: 
Elementary science: Generally well- 
presented and up-to-date since they deal 
with basics. They might, however, be bet. 
ter co-ordinated with advanced texts. 
Elementary mathematics: Improving 
(see photos), but not all providing a foun- 
dation for “modern math” to be studied 
later. Need stress on setting up problems 
(man’s function in the computer age) 
and less on figuring (the computer’s job). 
Elementary social studies: Also im- 
proving, but in need of new emphasis on 
trends of modern times, such as the rise of 
the underdeveloped countries and eco- 
nomic changes. Generally ignore history 
outside the U.S. and Europe. Need to be 
co-ordinated with high-school texts.

Why old textbooks stay that way 


Elementary “language arts”: Af- 
fected mainly by new knowledge of 
how children learn, reading and spell- 
ing are generally up-to-date. 

High-school biology: Somewhat 
outdated by,new. findings in such fields 
aS genetics and homeostasis, which 
deals with hormal body states. Too 
much emphasis on identifying species, 
not enough on processes of life. 

High-school mathematics: Out- 
dated—some say “100 years out of 
date”—by demands for modern math. 
Trigonometry, for instance, still is -pre- 
sented as a course for surveyors. Almost 
no emphasis on such currently impor- 
tant fields as statistics, probability, and 
statistical inference. 

High-school chemistry: Also badly 
outdated by new research, textbooks are 
seriously cluttered up with “cookbook 
chemistry.” They fail to show the sub- 
ject’s. unity. As in physics texts, the books 
are out of step with the scientific com- 
munity. The core of modern chemistry 
often receives only a once-over-lightly. 

High-school social studies: Many 
history texts, technically as up-to-date 
as the production time lag allows, be- 
come a patchwork. Economics texts are 
better, but some are out of touch with 
recent economic trends. 

Foreign languages: The shift to 
teaching spoken instead of written lan- 
guage has made texts less important. 

Most of those studying the textbook 
question agree that today’s texts try to 
do too much. “We need less water- 
skiing and more post-holing,” says Dr. 
Charles Bish of the National Educa- 
tion Assn.’s project on academically tal- 
ented students. Dr. Robert Henze of 
the American Chemical Society puts 
the same thought a different way: “Our 
textbooks have sacrificed depth for 
breadth. We have been teaching de-

scriptive «chemistry instead of the in- 
portant principles.” 

Textbook publishers who try to fol- 
low these suggestions, however, often 
run into problems. A publisher quickly 
learns that school boards in New Eng- 
land want a history text that gives con- 
siderable attention to the Pilgrims. In 
the South, buyers want a book that fo- 
cuses on Jamestown. Texts are padded 


to please both. 


Publishers also know that certain 
subjects must be handled delicately, or 
even ignored. One such is the theory of 
evolution in biology, which is offensive 
to some religious groups. Another is 
humay reproduction. 

Local school boards, which select 
texts in about half the states, often ask 
first,“How long will it last?” Some states 
even set durability standards. 

With a superior teacher, outdated 
textbooks are not mich of a problem. 
The teacher draws upon several texts, 
backs them up with up-to-date periodi- 
cals, and leads students into further 
study on the more important principles 
through outside work or library re- 


* search. The number of schools using 


this technique is growing. Because of 
it, some publishers now provide “sec- 
ondary textbooks” in paperback. 

Many teachers, however, still “fol- 
low the book.” In this case, since it is 
the sole source of student information, 
the text is extremely important. 

John W. Renner of the National Sci- 
ence Teachers Assn. tells of a chemistry 
experiment in the manufacture of sul- 
furic acid originally included in texts 
as an example of chemistry in industry. 
Industry long since has given up the 
process, but it is still in the texts be- 
cause “it has always been one of our 
best demonstrations.”

ing effects of penicillin and the means for 
its production.

Q Do Russian women use the same make- 
up as American women: make-up base, 
lipstick, powder, rouge, mascara, eye- 
shadow? 
A Make-up base does not exist in Russia. 
Russian women use very little lipstick, 
which they can buy only in two shades, 
pink and purplish red. White or iridescent 
lipsticks are unknown. 

No rouge is used. Powder exists but few 
women use it. : 

The Russians have old-fashioned cake 
mascara, in black only. No eye-shadow. 
Eye make-up as American women like it 
is unknown in Russia. Eyebrows are sel- 
dom plucked, but eyebrow pencil is used 
on brows and lashes. Such items as false 
eyelashes are completely unknown. 


Q What is the favored hair-do in Russia? 
A No favorite style. Soviet women usu- 
ally pull back their hair into a braid or 
bun, or hold back loose hair with bobby 
pins. The hair is cut short or long, depend- 
ing on individual choice, although few 
Russian women wear boyish bobs. 

Home permanents are unknown, but 
electric permanent waving machines in 
shops are very popular since it is stylish to 
have a permanent. Russian women do not 
set their hair after a permanent; they just 
leave it in a curly, fuzzy mass. Pomade is 
used, but they have no hair sprays. 


Q Do many Russian women bleach or dye 
their hair? 

A You do see bleached blondes, who do 
their bleaching with peroxide. But. most 
Russian women do not dye their hair un- 
less they are past 60 and want to conceal 
gray or white hair. 


Q Are manicures popular? 
A Yes. Russian women can have a profes- 


sional manicure for about 25 cents. (Ten 
cents gets the polish changed.) They have 
only one shade of nail polish: a purplish 
red. Just as in America, some Russian 
women do their own nails at home. The 
shape is a matter of individual taste. Shap- 
ing is done with metal files; there are no 
emery boards. 


Q What about pedicures? 
A These can be had in steam bath estab- 
lishments. 


Q Is perfume popular? Cologne? 
A Perfume is in great demand, and the 


‘favorite throughout Russia is “Krasny 


Moskva” (Red Moscow). Cologne is 
equally popular. 

Q How about cold creams and other 
creams? 

A Russian women do use cold cream, or 


what might be called all-purpose creams. 
Only one or two creams are sold, nothing 


like the variety of night, day, hormone, - 


oily-skin and dry-skin creams in the U.S. 


Q At what age do Russian women. start 
using make-up! 
A In general, a girl in school doesn’t use 


lipstick or nail polish. Make-up on a Soviet 


girl is considered a sign that she has grown 


up. Older women, even though they may 
dye their hair, seldom use face make-up. 


Q Are there beauty salons and beauty 
schools in the Soviet as in the U.S.? 
A No beauty schools, counsellors, or com- 


_ plete sets of beauty products familiar to 


American women are to be found in Rus- 
sia. Cosmetics are sold in department 
stores. There are beauty parlors, however, 
where a Russian woman can go to have a 
permanent or a manicure. They are not 
perfumed and decorated as in the U.S. @
